DRURY-LANE. 

Mr. Kean acted Shylock last night, in most excellent style, to a 
crowded audience, His efforts were unifermly successful, and drew 
down on frequent occasions most enthusiastic applause. Perhaps, the 
good people of the Pit carried their compliments to this distinguished 
aetor further thas usual, because this was the last night of his playing 
here previons to his making a Provincial tour; and the bow previeus 
to every little departure of a favorite, is generally deemed a proper ep- 
portunity for expressing the esteem he is held ia. Truly, Mr. Kean 
has well earned the distinction of a bravoing Pit; and, although we

confined our plaudits to a quiet whisper of praise to a friend, and a 
few moderate puttings-together of the palms of our hands, we did not 
feel‘a whit less of the excellence he displayed. We wish Mr. Kran 
may speedily reiurn to us, for although we are to have Mr. Younc in 
his room, we think we cannot well do without a little of his refreshing 
genius, once or twice a week. 

Mrs. W. Wes was the Portiz. and makes a very pleasing one. 
She executed ber part in the judgment-scene particularly well. Yet 
she was too fair and delicate for the bench. Justice it is true, is re- 
presented as a very charming lady, but then she has her eyes ban- 
daged, and does not, therefore, like Mrs. Wes, disturb the legal 
body with the glance of a bright oye. Be it remembered, that when 
Suaxsreare wrote the character, he never contemplated the proba- 
bility of a handsome bona-fide Jady playing Portia, because in 
his time “ lubverly boys’ were ihe only representatives of female 
characters: the “ immortal bard’ perhaps, would, had there been a 
Mrs. Wesv in his day, have hesitated to trust to, the grave effect of a 
judicial gown and wig shronding such charnis as must move the whole 
bar in a manner very different from that customary with ‘ learned 
gentlemen.” Be ali this as it may, Mrs. Wesv won the favor, of the 
audience, and Anfonio’s cause, at the same time; and so Shakspeare 
would have had nothing to fear: 





Mr. Coorer, as Bassanio, Mr. Pore, as Antonio, My. Bgniey, as 
Gratiano, and Mr. Horn, as Lorenzo, with his song, were very 
good representatives of their several parts. Mr. Lisron’s Launcelot, 
of course, is a laughable piece of acting. ‘Mrs. Oncer, as -Narcissa, 
acted the lady’s-maid, and the spruce, legal clerk, very agreeably. — 
Miss Povey is a nice little Jesstea The Swiss Villagers dance un- 
der as much favor as ever :—and Killing no Murder afforded a good 
many broad laughs. by dint of the comic powers of Messrs. Lrstox 
and Hartey This is Lisron’s “ dast night of the rims part of his 
engagement.” We presume he his going into the country to appear 
some where for “ the first night of the Lasr part of his engagement.”
